During a plione interview on May 26, 2010, applicant proposed several changes to the 
claims after allowance. The examiner indicated that the changes were too substantial 
for a rule 312 amendment and it was agreed that applicant would file an rce to 
incorporate the changes. 

The examiner notes that applicant in claims 93, 101, 134-140, 150-156, and 168- 
1 74 defines the number of days of the useful life to be at least 1,2,3, 4, 5, 6, 7, or 1 0 
days. Support for this is shown in figure 2, pag e 33, lines 33+ which shows the device 
to be accurate from days 22-60. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 88-95, 
1 1 3, and 1 34-1 49, are allowable in that none of the art has a sensor that meets the 
10% drop in sensor output criteria, as defined in the claims. 

Claims 96-1 03, 1 1 5, and 1 50-1 81 define over the art in that none of the art has 
the accuracy standard claimed, i.e. 95% of the data within 25% of one or more 
reference values. While the prior art may meet this, none of the art discloses it.
